Mr Kay Honeyford, the 
Bradford ‘headmaster at the 
centre of a seven-month dispute 
over race relations at his school, 
will face calls for his resignation 
or dismissal today when the 
city's education deparlment 
publishes the results of a critical 
Inquiry by education advisers. 

Details of the report Icaked 10o 
The Times raise doubls about 
whether Mr Honcyford will be 
able to continue as headmaster 
of Drummond School. The 
report. being discusscd atl a 
special school governors’ 
meeting tonight, criticizes his 
relatiois with parents and says 
it has had a poor effect on some 
aspects of the children's 
education. 

It further suggests thal 
teachers have too low an 
expectation of their pupils’ 
achievement, and finds no 
evidence to substantiate Mr 
Honeyford"s view’ that the white 
minority of children at Drum- 
mond suffer from multi-ethind 
educational policies. 

Since Mr Honey ford openly 
criticized the cily council's 
mulii-cthinc policies in an 
anicle in the Sulishur Review’ 
a large body of parents has 
campaigned for his remavil. 
culminating in 258 transfer 
requesıs being lodged by 
parents last week. 

Many of 1he governors, 
hawevcr. have stood by him. 
Thar now scems unlikely to 
conlinuc: after the advisers’ 
reporl, which was ordered by 
Mr Richard Knight, the coun= 
cil's chicf education officer. 

Mr Honcyford, in particualr, 
has refused entry to his school 
any children of Asian descent, 
returning from long visils 1o0 
their families abroad. or has 
disciplincd them. and has been 
reluctant 1o0 accept Muslim 
requests for special treatment 
for Asian girls on religious 
grounds. 

The report says his attitude to 
pupils’ visils abroad is prevent- 
Ing the school as a whole from 
benefiting from a potentially 
valuable cultural opportunity.

The Prime Minister haş t10 
give 42 days notice to the 
electoral commission, so the 
carliest it could 1ake place 
would be the iast few days of 
next month. Essentially, if the. 
election is to be held on time, it 
uîll be in December. 

Ali the parties, therefore, are 
getting into election gear as fast 
as they can.

The slogan actually 
says: “On the thirty-fifth anni- 
xersary of the founding of the 
DDR we have fulfilled 74 per 
cent of our plan.” 

Ah yes. Karl Marx. AS 
Easiemn Europe celebrates its 
various birthdays, the anniver- 
sarics that mark the Soviet 
liberation or the establishment 
of socialism. Karl Marx seems 
to have buen [keft off the 
invitation lis. His name is 
everywhere and is everywhere 
taken in vain. 

Would the old man be happy 
with the states that have been 
the slandard-bearers of his ideas 
for the past 40 ycars? The 
centrally planned cconomy has 
failed to adjust to modern times 
and the communist leaders, 
with varying degrees of vigour 
and commitment, are smug- 
gling bits of capitalism back 
Into the system. 

‘This is known as reform, or 
rather because the word sug- 
gests past failure. new economic 
measures. or sci of measures Or 
some similar combination.

Design: a change for the better? 


There is nothing new in the cry that 
the Brilish cannot design anyihi 
well: long before the Great Exhi- 
bition of 1851 people were saying 
that you couldn"t look to British 
designers for imagination or re- 
lıabılity. But AManaging Design. a 
report lo be published today by the 
Council ' for National Academic 
Awards (CNAA). reveals how 
serious the problem has recenilly 
become: because of its poor 
performance Brilain is failing to 
hold its own in manufactured goods 
=~ whether cars. refrigerators, shoes 
or heavy duty vehicles." 

In the words of the reports’s 
principal author, Louis van 
chairman of Sabre International 
Textiles: *We are now so far behind 
that many Brilish companies are fast 
approaching their last qpportunity. 
If they don"t learn to exploit design. 
ihey are rapidly going to 
overtaken by companies overscas 
who lave learnt. We have no time 
left, After all. if it wasn’t for North 
Sea gil. we would be bankrupL. 

If his words sound melodramatic. 
he has figures to fall back on. Last 
year, for the first time. Britain had a 
negative balance of payments in 
manufëclured goods, £2.148m. 
While our export share of world 
trade has fallen frora 25 per cent to 9 
per cent. impor have grown from 6 
per cent 1o 30 of total sales. Eighty- 
four per cenl of our record 
players/tape decks come from 
abroad; as do 80 per cent of our 
scissors and 43 per cent of our 
electric cookers. 

Education is clearly oniy one way 
of 1rying to prevent a slide into 
further disaster, but education is the 
one the authors of the report believe 
crucial. A 1he moment they are 
aiming direclly at ihe post-graduate 
business courses inside polytechnics, 
wilh a new and highly detailed 
curriculum, hoping eventually that 
universities wil} follow, and once the 
country is turning Out managers 
educated in denen the whole 
alarming downward trend in manu- 
facluring can be reversed. 

„ The message that there is general 
indifference to design is repeated 
everywhere. Business schools teach 
accounlancy. public relations and 
cash flow, but very rarely design 
managemenL. “The product", says 
Geofirey Constable of the Design 
Council. “is simply taken for 
granted.” Those brave enough to put 
on courses in design find “siony 
silence”. he says, “while courses on 
VAT are suüupporied likc the devi”. 
Big companıes frequently have 
public relations experis at board 
level, bul rarely any design man- 
agerş on their staff. “The design 
process". says Kenneth Grange of 
Pentagram Design, “is todays poor 
cousin. It's yet another extraordi- 
nary example of the British talent to

Der Spıcgel is a sharp-tongued, 
aggressive weckly news magazine, 
ıhe most influential in West 
Germany aıd arguably in western 
Europe. It embarrasses govermn- 
menls, breaks acws as well as taboos 
and is used 1o lawsuits from its 
opponenls. Only once has it invoked 
the law of libek, in taking out a suit 
against Sir Jartes Goldsmith, chair- 
man of Cavenham Communi- 
caltons, in 1981. But a week ago 
Spregcl setlled the caşe and in full- 
pagc advertisements in Britain and 
Germany Sir James has been 
claiming vindication. 

Why did the magazine sue and 
why did irz settle? To fierr Rudolf 
Augstein, the founder and publisher, 
an important issue was at stake. Sir 
James had asserted in Nou! 
magazine, quoting General Jan 
Scjna. a Czech defector, that the 
campaign by Der Spiegel to discredit 
Herr Franz Josef Strauss was 
“orchestrated by the KGB”. If that

IT is an accepted view of 
nineteenth century economic 
history that public concern 
eventually forced a bridle upon 
free running. free market 
capitalism because the social 
consequences’ - child labour, 
harsh factory conditions, and 
widespread poverty - were 
repcllenl to the Victorian 


It is to the same class and the 
same instinct ihat the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury. Dr 
Roberı Runcic, was appealing 
ın his interview in The Times 
last week, and the similarity 
does not end there. 

For agairrf it is the workings of 
cconomic laws inheren1 in 
capitalism thal are undoubtedly’ 
responsible for the sense of 
distress in communities affected 
or threalened by these laws. 

They may be the driving 
force which will carry Britain 
ıhrough a new induslriial revol- 
ution, as they did before: but all 
revolutions have victims. 

ıMarx said the victims would 
rise up. as some say will happen 
today. The voice of moderate 
“decency.” 1hen as now. calls 
for the.sharp edge of hardship to 
be blunted. and gives a warning 
of the dangers. 


They were listened to. before. 
and Marx was thwarted. But 
there arc two fundamental 
differences, The Victorian 
middle classes were highly 
motivaled by religious beliefs, 


and took the Chrisıian ethic of 
charity towards the downtrod- 


den as a self-evident truth. 

That was their “carrot™ the

The last survey. in June, 
reporled a sharp fall in 
confidence _ among smaller 
companies. There was a small 
improvement in corfîdence 
among small companies in the 
latest survey, but this was more 
than offset by declining opti- 
mism among medium-sized and 
larger companies. 
Even so, investment has 
continued strongly, although 
investment intentions for the 
next 12 months are weak, with 
a balance of only 27 per cent of 
companies expecting to in- 
crease investment, compared 
with 58 per cent in June. 


Employment has risen stead- 
ily, with 354 per cent of 
companies now reporting diffi- 
culty in recruiting skilled 
labour, and 22.7 per cent 
experiencing problerns iR find- 
ing new managerial staff. The 
corresponding figures in Jine 
were 23.1 per cent and 9.9 per 
cent respectively.

“Too often it seemed that there 
were pcople who understood the 
technology but couldn't manage or 
who were good managers but didn’t 
understand the (echnicalilies™, says 
.Walker. “So that's why these suppliers 
and ourselves have got together {o try 
t0 grow the future graduate technol- 
ogisls with the leadership skills to take 
the indusıry back to prosperity". 


4lthough this lexttle technology 
ccheme is new if is characleristic of 
most olher sponsorship arrangements. 
It ıs in manufacıurıng: in a technial 
skıll whıch is lrttle understood by the 
public at large: and in an indusliry 
whose success is crucial to the future 
prospenly of lhe country. 

The facl that employers have 1o 
hend over backwards to get able 
»oung pcoplc to come into these 
career arcas is an indication of the 
hopcless mismatch between demand 
and supply. (In fact onc of the factors 
which is persuading British Rail lo 
stick with sponsorship is the feeling 
that morally it should be cncouraging 
viudenis 10 specialise in engincering, 
and thereby swell the pool of 
technological compclence,  cven 
though. as an individual employer, it 
ıs doing badly from the deal.) 


Real interest 
in the business 


Sınth form students who arc inler- 
ested ın rponsorshıp should normally 
makv applrcauons this wrm for 
whemes beginmng in the next 
acadrmıc year. Details vary so much 
that cach sponsorship nceds 10 be 
considered indiv ıdually, 


In sonic cascs. as in the textile 
wchnology scheme. sponsorship is 
only axallable for students attending 
dvsignaled courses, In the case of 
most engincenng’ schemes. however, 
sponsors are fairly open-minded 
ahout vuhich degrce course their 
ntudenis attend. Bul the key to 
vuvtessful sponsorship is real interest 
ın the e¢employcr’s business. AS 
Rıchard Evans says for BR: “We 
don"t Just want engineers. We want 
peuple who harc a genuine commil- 
ment lo working in ihc railways.” For 
huth xour sake and the cmployer's 
hear that m mind when.you apply.

Edward Fennell asks: 
‘Who really benefits 
from the sponsorship 

of bright ımdergrads? 


The sponsorship ‘arrangemcnis has 
become ‘a one-way street wilh 
virtually all the advantages towards 
the student, The advantages, can be 
considerable because a student is paid 
a bursary of several hundred pounds ã 
ycar {on top of the grant) while a1 
college ad ã normal salary while on 
attachment to the employer during 
vacations or on industrial placcments 
during ‘a sandwich coursc, The 


` financial benefits can add up to 


thousands of pounds over a four- or 
five-year course. ` 


Even more useful is the work 
experience because mosl ctmploycrs of 
graduates prefer students who have 
applied their skills in a practical 
context and gaincd an insighi into the 
way industry opcralcs. Reccenlly 
sandwich placcmenls havc heen 
harder to find. so sponsored siudenls 
with guarantcecd work cxpcricnce 
cnjoy a double advantage. By the timc 
they graduate they arc likely (o be 
wealthicr. morc cxpcricnccd. and with 
better job prospects than {hcr non- 
sponsored collcagucs, 


Sponsors arc naturally highly 
selcclive in the courses for which they 


„, will sponsor. Ovecrwhclmingly the 


employers arc interested in cengincer- 
ing courses: clcctrical and clccironic 
engînccring. mechanical cnginccring 
production cngıncermg: computer 
scicace and computer technology. 
These arc thc disciplincs for which 
sponsorship is available and ı1 rcads 
like a rollcall of skili shortages ın 
British mdustry. There is a smallcring 
of opporunitics for busincss studies 


siudents bu1 basically, unless \ou arc . 


an applicd scientist or engincer then 
you are not likely to be in the sought 
aflur category.

Uinfortunatcly some cemployers 
don"t always gclı the bencfits from 
their investmenL Terms of the 
sponsorship arrangement vary from 
scheme {to scheme bul in most cascs 
here is an understanding that the 
siudent will join the sponsor's 
permancnt staff aflcr graduation.

British' Rail. for cxamplê. is one of 
the largest sponsors in the country 
wîlh more than sıaty places a year. 
but they are so concerncd about the 
drop out rate among thcir students 
thal they are acincly' revicwing the 
scheme. 

Richard Evans. who runs BR 
sponsorship. says cmploycrs run a 
numbcr of risks when they gC 
ıntolvcd in sponsoring. “Because we 
scl high standards the sludcnts we 
sponsor are of a high calibre. They're 


` so good in fact that a number of them 


go on cach vcar 1o post-graduate work 
.=—so they're lost to us. Then others, who 
explore other cmplot men1 OPDPOT- 
tunities. find that they can gct higher 
çalarics clscwhere Irom employers 
who arc preparcd lo pay as much as 
nccessary 10 gel the besl pcoplc.
